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PREFACE. 


Amone the several features which, it is believed, will 
commend this book, may be mentioned the following: 

I. The Arrangement. — Besides the introductory lessons 
on the sounds of the letters, the arrangement of words 
under appropriate heads, Dictation Exercises, Reviews, etc., 
the following subjects have received a prominent place and 
special treatment: * 

1. Exercises in Orthoepy.— These embrace in carefully 
arranged lists over one thousand (1000) words which are 
often mispronounced. 

2. Rules for Spelling. — Under the several rules there are 
varied and applicable exercises. 

3. Punctuation. —This should receive as much attention 
in careful writing as correct spelling, 

II. The Selection of Words. — Words liable to be mis- 
spelled have been especially selected. Participles, past 
tenses, plurals, and other perplexing derivatives have been 
introduced, while many words, particularly under the dif- 
ferent topics, which present no difficulties to the pupil have 
been omitted. ; 

III. Review and Test Words. — There are a number of 
words in every-day use which are often incorrectly written ; 
these will be found collected and repeated in the review and 
test exercises. 

Iv. A Shorter Course. — By using only those lessons 
termed “Exercises” (which include Dictation, Reviews, 
Test Words, Orthoepy, Rules for Spelling, and Punctua- 
tion), with such additional lessons in the latter part of the 
book as the teacher may select, an excellent course will be 
had which is especially adapted to advanced pupils, and 


can be completed in a term.

OrtHocRapHy treats of letters and the art or practice of 
writing words correctly. 

Orthoepy treats of the correct pronunciation of words. 

Letters are characters used to represent elementary sounds 
heard in speaking. In the English alphabet there are 
twenty-six letters, divided into vowels and consonants. 

A Vowel is a letter representing a free, uninterrupted 
sound of the voice. The vowels are a, e, 7, 0, w; also w and 
y when they do not begin a word or syllable. 

A Diphthong is the union of two vowels in the same syl- 
lable. A proper diphthong is one in which both vowels are 
sounded; as, oz in voice. 

A Triphthong is the union of three vowels in one syllable; 
as, dew in adieu. 

A Consonant is a letter representing a sound which in 
utterance is usually sounded with a vowel. 

A Word is one or more letters usually expressing some idea. 

A Syllable is one or more letters pronounced by one im- 
pulse of the voice. 

A Prefix is a word or syllable joined to the beginning of 
a word; as, re in reform; al (all) in already. 

A Suffix is a word or syllable joined to the end of a 
word; as, less in hopeless. 

A Primitive word is a word in its first and simplest form ; 
as, man, word, have. 

A Derivative word is a word formed or derived from a 
primitive; as, reform, manly. 

A Compound word is composed of two or more primitive 
or derivative words; as, nevertheless, able-bodied.

REMARKS. 


Ir has been deemed best not to divide all the words into 
syllables, for it is only in exceptional cases that they are so 
found in books, and such divisions and numerous diacritical 
marks tend to confuse the learner and give familiar words a 
strange appearance. But wherever it is thought necessary 
or best, words have been divided, accented, marked, and 
sometimes respelled. 

When one letter of an improper diphthong or triphthong 
is marked, it is to be taken as representing the sound of the 
combination, and the unmarked letters are to be regarded as 
silent; as in did, péople, adieu. 

The combined letters ce, cz, sci (sometimes the ¢ is marked 
with a cedilla), se, s?, or ti, occurring before a vowel in a 
syllable immediately preceded by an accented syllable, are 
generally equivalent to sh; as in o’cean, so'cial, physi'gian, 
con'science, nau'seous, controver'sial, ini'tial, face'tious, ete. 
In some instances si takes the sound of zh; as in confusion. 
As an English speaker will, in general, naturally pronounce 
such syllables correctly, they are only respelled in excep- 
tional or difficult cases. 

There are a few cases besides those marked in the table 
where one letter takes the sound of another ; as, a (equivalent 
to short @) in many; ¢ (equivalent to z) in suffice. 

An accented syllable is one that receives the stress of the 
voice ; as bell in rebell'ton. Some words have two accented 
syllables; the principal one receives the primary, and the 


other the secondary accent.

He represented the Middle Ages as they really 
were — a period of ignorance, ferocity, and licentiousness; a 
period when injuries were unredressed, crime unpunished, 
and superstition unrebuked.

Monosyllables. 


Rue I.— Monosyllables ending with f, 2, or s, double 
the final letter when it is preceded by a single vowel; as 
loss, muff, dull. 

Exceptions. — Clef, if, of; as, gas, has, was, yes, his, is, this, us, 
pus, thus. 

Nore. — None of the consonants, except f, /, and s, when 
final, are ever doubled. 


Principat Excerrions.— Abb, ebb; add, odd; egg; lamm; inn; 
err; butt; fizz, fuzz, buzz. (Bun, bur, pur, are by some included.) 


Words ending in silent e. 


Rute II.— Words ending with silent e drop the e 
on receiving a suffix beginning with a vowel; as care, 
caring, cared ; eye, eying. 

Exception 1.—- Mileage, acreage, hoeing, toeing, shoeing ; in dye- 
ing, singeing, springeing, swingeing, and tingeing (from dye, singe, etc.), 
the e¢ is retained to distinguish these words from dying, singing, ete. 

Exception 2.— Words ending with ce and ge retain the e on 
receiving a suffix beginning with a or 0; as peace, peaceable ; pierce- 
able, courageous, mort! gage-or. 

Remark 1.— This is done to preserve the soft sound of ¢ and 4. 

Remark 2.— Words ending with ee also retain the final e, ex- 
cept before a suffix commencing with e; as free, freeing; freer, 


Sreest; agreed; agreeable. 
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Nore 1.— Words ending in ?e, after dropping the e, change 
into y on adding ing; as vie, vying; hie, hying ; lying, dying, 
tying. 

Nore 2.— The ¢ is retained on receiving a suffix beginning 
with a consonant; as move, movement; careful. Except duly, 
truly, wholly, awful, nursling, wisdom, accrument, argument, 
abridgment, acknowledgment, judgment, and lodgment.

Exception 2.— The derivative of the adjectives dry, shy, sly, 
spry, and wry; as dryer, dryest (generally, according to the rule, 
drier, driest) ; shyly, wryness, slyest, ete. 

(a.) Derivatives formed by adding ship are also usually excep- 
tions ; as ladyship. , 

(.) So are the words babyhood and ladykin. 

(c.) In the possessive’ singular of nouns y is never changed; as 


Jly’s, country’s. 
Exception 3.— On adding ous, y is sometimes changed into e; 
as duly + ous = duteous ; beauleous, plenteous, bounteous.

Nore 1.— Only nouns ending with y after a consonant 
change the y into 7 and add es; as lady, ladies; country, 
countries. (See Rule III. and Note 1.) 

The plural of attorney is attorneys; joy, joys; valley, val- 
leys; guy, guys, ete. 

Obsequies and colloquies are apparently exceptions, but u 
after g is equivalent to the consonant w. 


Nore 2. — Some nouns ending in single for in fe become 
plural by changing f or fe into v and adding es; as knife, 
knives; thief, thieves; loaves, elves. 

Others are regular; as chief, chiefs; dwarfs, strifes. 


Nore 3.— Nouns ending in o after a vowel add s in the - 
plural; as cameo, cameos. But nouns ending in o after a 
consonant vary: most add es; some only s; as canto, cantos ; 
negro, negroes ; buffaloes, tomatoes. 


Norse 4.— A few familiar nouns are very irregular; as 
woman, women; louse, lice; musk-ox, musk-oxen; foemen. 

But words which end in the syllable man, and are not 
compounds, form their plurals regularly by adding s only ; 
as German, Germans; Mussulman, Mussulmans ; Ottomans, 
talismans, firmans, caymans, Turcomans, and a few others. 


Nortsr 5.—A few nouns have two plurals with different 
significations; as brothers (of the same family), brethren (of 
the same society); geniuses (men), genii (aérial spirits) ; 
staffs (bodies of officers), staves (sticks); I have four peas (a 
definite number) ; shall I put them with the pease (a quantity) 
for dinner ? 
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Note 6.— A few nouns have the same form in both num- 
bers; as deer, trout, sheep. 


Nore 7.—Many nouns adopted from other languages 
retain their original plurals; as datum, data; formula, 
Sormule ; radius, radii. 

Some of these nouns have both a foreign and an Angli- 
cized plural; as bandit, pl. banditti, and bandits; beau, 
beaux and beaus. 

Nore 8.— In loose compounds connected by a hyphen the 
part which is really the noun, whether at the end or not, re- 
ceives the termination; thus, court-martial, pl. courts-mar- 
tial ; lookers-on, tooth-brushes. 

(a.) When both parts are (apparently) of equal import- 
ance, both are made plural; thus, men-servants, knights- 
templars. 

(.) Compounds closely united form their plurals like 
simple words; thus, cupfuls, spoonfuls, housetops, landladies, 
plowboys, busybodies. 

(c.) The sign of the possessive case is always added to the 
end; thus, sing. cowrt-martial’s, pl. courts-martial’s ; man-of- 
war's, men-of-war’s ; sing. deer’s, pl. deer’s. 

(Monk’s-hood, cat’s-head, etc., are not possessives.) 


Nore 9.— When other parts of speech are used as nouns 
their plurals are generally formed regularly; as “The ifs 
and buts;” “The whys and wherefores.” 

Some writers, however, add an apostrophe and s; as 
“The why’s and wherefore’s.” 

Others, with nice discrimination, divide their favors: 
“Their who’s and whiches.” — Addison. 

(a.) Letters, figures, signs, etc., are generally made plural 
by adding ’s; as “Dot your ?’s and cross your ¢’s;” “The 
4’s are well formed;” “+’s are positive signs;” “Two *’s” 
[stars]. 

Some spell the letters, as “ The three esses [s’s ].— Trench.

Remark 1.—If the word after receiving a suffix has its accent 
thrown back, the final consonant is not doubled ; as confer’ + ence = 
con' ference; refer’ + able = referable.

(a.) The derivatives of a few words seem to be exceptions:

Med'al, medal'lic. 


Remark 2.— In many words ending with l, as travel, cancel, duel, 
equal, trammel, tunnel, etc., though the accent is not on the last 
syllable, some writers double the / on adding a suffix beginning 
with a vowel. But it is better to follow the rule; as traveler, 
equaling, rather than traveller, etc. 


To these may be added the derivatives of bias, kidnap, worship, 
and words ending in “-wret” (sulphuret, etc.). Webster follows the 
tule. 

Exceptions. — (a.) A few words apparently exceptions are not 
really derivatives of English words: Chancellor; cancellation, can- 
cellate; metalline, metallic, metallist (from metallum) ; crystalline, 
crystallize ; excellent, coralline, sibylline, tranquillity. The derivatives 
of tranquil, however, are properly written with one /, though two 
are often used; as tranquilize or tranquillize, etc. 

(b.) The derivatives of a few words ending with g; as humbug, 
humbugged, humbugging ; periwigged. 


(G is here doubled to preserve its hard sound before e and i.) 


(c.) Com'promitted, compromitting ; gaseous, gaseity, and gasify, 
from gas. But gassy and gassing follow the rule. 


(d.) Transferable (or transferrible, less used), chagrined. 


Transferred, transferring, preferred, traveler, biased, 
kidnaped, carbureted, parallel, penciled, laureled, em- 
paneled, equalized, galloping, victualer, woolen, wor'- 
shiped, metaled (not from metallum), novelist, benefited, 
transmitted, lacquering, transfer’rer. 

Trans fer ee’, pref’erable, referable or refer’rible, in- 
fer'rible or infer’able, pref'erence, periwigged, chagrined.

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(New or rare compounds of full generally follow the rule: Hat- 
Sulls, rosefulls.) 


Cf) The words chilblain and fulfill. 


Nore 1.— Inthrall, enroll, thralldom, installment, dull- 
ness, ae distill, and similar derivatives are sometimes 
written with one l. 


Norr 2.— Other compounds usually follow the orthogra- 
phy of the words composing them: 
Shell-bark, lady’s-shipper, countrymen, waterfall. 


Excerprrions. — Shepherd, wherever, whosever, numskull, dumfound, 
dummy, crummy, pastime, standish, and neckerchief drop a letter; 
wherefore and therefore add a letter. 

Also the close possessive compounds; as namesake (name’s 
sake), herdsman. 


RuuE VII.—To preserve the hard sound of ¢ in 
words ending with e, & is inserted before terminations 
beginning with e, @, or y: 

Phthisic, phthisicky ; mimic, mimicked, mimicking ; 
trafficking. 

But Italic + tze gives italigize, as hard ¢ becomes ¢ 
soft.

PUNCTUATION treats of marking and pointing written 
and printed discourse. 
The primary purpose of punctuating is to aid in making 


the meaning obvious, and as Capitals assist in doing this we 
shall include them among the Punctuation-Marks. 


The chief marks are the following:

1. Capitals. 3. The Apostrophe, 
2. The Hyphen, - 4. Quotation-marks, ¢* 


Capital Letters. 
1. The pronoun I and the interjection O should al- 
ways be capital letters. 
The following should always begin with capitals: 
2. The first word of every distinct sentence. 
3. Names applied to God and to Christ; as, 


“ At that time Jesus answered and said, I thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, because thou hast hid these things from 
the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes.” 

When a personal pronoun stands alone referring either to 
the Deity or to Christ, it should begin with a capital; as, 
“ We bow to His will who doeth all things well.” 


4, Proper names and adjectives derived from them ; 
as, Patrick Henry, the celebrated American orator, was 


born in Virginia. 
125 
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5. Titles of honor, respect, and office; as, His Excel- 
lency the President of the United States; My dear 
Friend. 

6. The names of the months and the days of the week. 


7. The first word of every direct quotation complete 
in itself; as, Emerson says, “Every heroic act is 
decent.” 


8. The first word of every line of poetry. 
9. Names of things strongly personified; as, 


“ When Freedom from her mountain-height 
Unfurled her banner to the air, 
She tore the azure robe of night, __ 
And set the stars of glory there.” 


10. Words of special importance; as the principal 
words in the titles of books, subjects of composition, 
great events of history, things that have acquired a dis- 
tinctive name, and words we desire to make especially 
prominent. 

A few examples: Longfellow’s Tales of a Wayside Inn, the 
Reformation, the Gulf Stream, Magna Charta, the Bible, the Silent 
Land, “ There is but One Book.” 

The Hyphen is used to join the parts of some com- 
pound words, and also to connect the two parts of a word 
divided at the end of a line; as, a five-dollar bill, signifi- 
cation, day-book, some out-of-the-way place. 


The hyphen is generally inserted between the parts when 
words are divided to show their pronunciation or to show 
their origin and composition. 


Examples. 
pref’er-ence pre-fer-ence 
a-nat/o-my a-na-to-my 
hypoth-esis hypo-thesis 
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The American printers have adopted the first method ; but the 
British typographers generally follow the latter. In careful print- 
ing the two are judiciously combined. 


The Apostrophe is used to mark the omission of one 
or more letters ; also to distinguish the possessive cases of 
nouns ; as, ’Zs James’s hat. 


The possessive case in the singular usually has both the 
apostrophe and s; as, The boy’s book. 


The s in the singular is sometimes omitted to avoid an unpleasant 
concurrence of the hissing sound; as, For conscience’ sake ; Moses’ 
rod. But many writers invariably follow the rule. 


In the plural the possessive is formed by adding only an 
apostrophe when the plural ends with s, and by adding an 
apostrophe and s when the plural does not end with s; as, 
Girls’ department, Men’s shoes. 


If you use colloquial contractions, be careful to employ 
only those sanctioned. Don’t is equivalent to do not; 
hence he don’t (.e., he do not) is incorrect. 


Examples. 
I’m going. I don’t know. 
He’s going. He does n’t know. 
We're going. They don’t know. 
He is n’t going. She did n’t know. 
We are n’t going. We can’t refuse. 
T’ve not heard. I sha’ n’t refuse. 
I have n’t heard. She won’t object. 
Who’d disobey? T’ll send to-day. 
It’s of no use. They’re all here. 
*Tis nearly noon. There’s our friend. 


Won’t, though irregular in formation, has received the sanction 
of usage. 
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The Quotation-Marks should be used when the exact 
words of another are quoted. 


Direct quotation: Plato, hearing that some asserted he was a 
very bad man, said, “I shall take care so to live that nobody will 
believe them.” 


Indirect quotation: Plato, hearing that some asserted he was a 
very bad man, said that he would take care so to live that nobody 
would believe them. 

A quotation within a quotation has the single marks; as, 
It has been well said, “The command, ‘Thou shalt not kill,’ 
forbids many crimes besides that of murder.” 

When the titles of books are mentioned they are now pretty 
generally enclosed in quotation-marks; but the names of maga- 
zines and papers are usually printed in Jtalics; as, I read during 


the summer Longfellow’s “ Hyperion,” “ Ivanhoe,” and the Atlantic 
Monthly.

The Period should be placed at the end of every de- 
clarative and every imperative sentence complete in 
meaning and construction. 


The period should be used after every abbreviation 
and expression equivalent to an abbreviated sentence.

1084 B.C. 1879 A.D. 
Chester co., Pa. Ludwig Gericht, Esq. 
Section XII. Punctuation. 


The Comma marks the smallest grammatical division, 
and, usually, a short rhetorical pause. 


1. In short compound and complex sentences the 
members and clauses are usually separated by commas. 


“ Life is short, but art is long.” 

“Unless it bloom in the spring, the tree will not bear fruit in 
autumn.” : 

“ Behold the emblem of thy state in flowers, which bloom and die.” 


When the relative clause is restrictive, or is necessary to 
complete the sense, it is not separated by commas; as, “A 
man who is good for making excuses is good for nothing else.” 


2. Parenthetical words, phrases, and clauses are 
usually separated from the rest of the sentence by 
commas. 

“Take your lot, as it is assigned to you, without murmuring or 
complaint.” 


The following are generally set off by commas: 

I. The words therefore, however, perhaps, finally, namely, 
moreover, nevertheless, indeed, etc. 

II.. The phrases in truth, in short, in reality, as it were, as it 
happens, no doubt, in a word, to be sure, you know, of course, ete. 


3. Words and expressions, either singly or in pairs, 
forming an extended series, are usually separated by 
commas. 

“Industry, honesty, frugality, temperance, are amoug the cardi- 


nal virtues.” 
“Industry, honesty, frugality, and temperance are cardinal 


virtues.” 
9 
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(Some omit the comma between the last two particulars 
when these are connected by and, or, nor; as, Happy is the 
man who honors, obeys, loves and serves his Creator.) 

If conjunctions are inserted, commas are omitted; as, 
Happy is the man who honors and obeys and loves and 
serves his Creator. 


“ Karth to earth, dust to dust, ashes to ashes.” 
‘‘Live or die, sink or swim, survive or perish, I give my hand 
and heart to this vote.” 


4. Nouns in apposition and the names of persons or 
things addressed, together with all their modifiers, are 
usually separated by commas. 


“Walt Whitman, a most original poet, is a resident of Camden.” 
“T rise, Mr. Chairman, to a point of order.” 


5. Adjectival, participial, and absolute phrases are 
generally separated by commas. 


“ Awkward in person, he was ill qualified to command respect.” 
“Cradled in the camp, Napoleon was the darling of the army.” 


“The sun having risen, the mists disappeared from the moun- 
tain’s brow.” 


6. The ellipsis of a verb in a continued sentence is 
usually marked by a comma. 


“Reading maketh a full man; conference, a ready man; writ- 
ing, an exact man.” 


If the sentence will not be rendered obscure, these commas 
may be omitted; as, 


“Reading maketh a full man, conference a ready man, and 
writing an exact man.” 


T. A short quotation should be preceded by a comma. 
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8. Clauses and phrases out of their natural order are 
usually set off by commas; as, “ Of all our senses, sight 
is the most perfect and delightful.” 


9. Words or phrases contrasted are separated by 
commas; as, “ Brief, but decisive, was the struggle.” 


Haxercise 93. 


The Semicolon marks a degree of separation greater 
than that denoted by a comma. 


1. A semicolon is placed between the principal parts 
of a long sentence when any of these parts are sepa- 
rated by a comma ; as, 


“ The golden rule is a protest against selfishness; and selfishness, 
cleaving as it does to the inmost core of our being, is the besetting 
sin of the world.” 


2. Short expressions, complete in themselves but 
connected in meaning or in construction, are usually 
separated by semicolons. 

“ Every thing grows old; every thing passes away ; every thing 
disappears.” 

“ White houses peep through the trees; cattle stand cooling in 
the pool; the casement of the farm-house is covered with jessa- 
mine and honeysuckle.” 


3. When a series of expressions have a common de- 
pendence on some part of a sentence, they are usually 
separated from this part by a comma, and from each 
other by semicolons. 


« Philosophers assert, that Nature is unlimited in her operations ; 
that she has inexhaustible treasures in reserve ; and that knowledge 
will always be progressive.” 
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“If we think of glory in the field; of wisdom in the cabinet ; 
of the purest patriotism; of the highest integrity, public and pri- 
vate; of morals without a stain; of religious feelings without 
intolerance and without extravagance,—the august figure of 
Washington presents itself as the personation of all these ideas.” 
(Here with the comma a dash is used.) 


Miscellaneous Examples. 

There are nine parts of speech ; viz., the Noun, the Pronoun, etc. 

“ Old trees have crooked branches, old houses have queer cracks, 
old families have odd secrets.” (Exception to paragraph 2.) 

“ Apply yourself to study ; for it will redound to your honor.” 

“Apply yourself to study: it will redound to your honor.” 
(Omitting the connective, the colon takes the place of the semi- 
colon.) 

The Colon marks a separation greater than that de- 
noted by a semicolon, but less than that shown by a 
period. (See example above.) 

“Tt is a miserable thing to live in suspense: it is the life of a - 
spider.” d 

1. A colon is placed between the principal parts of 
a sentence when one or more of the minor parts are 
separated by semicolons. 

“ Every man as he purposeth in his heart, so let him give; not 
grudgingly, or of necessity : for God loveth a cheerful giver.” 


“For now we see through a glass, darkly; but then face to 
face: now I know in part; but then shall I know even as also I 
am known.” 


2. A colon should precede a long formal quotation ; 


also an enumeration of particulars formally introduced. 

Observe what Coleridge says: “I wish our clever young poets 
would remember my homely definitions of prose and poetry; that 
is, Prose = words in their best order; Poetry = the best words in 
their best order.” 


Before a lengthy quotation or enumeration both a dash and a colon 
may be used. 


f 
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The Interrogation-Point should be placed at the end 
of every direct question; as, “Is your name Shylock?” 
“Who goeth a warfare any time at his own charges? who 


planteth a vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit thereof? or who 
feedeth a flock, and eateth not of the milk of the flock ?” 


The Exclamation-Point is placed after expressions 
denoting strong emotion. 

The exclamation shouldbe used guardedly. Some give therule 
that all interjections, except O, must be followed by this point; as, 
“Ah! me!” —*“ Alas! my noble boy! that thou shouldst die!” — 
“Rouse! ye Romans!” Better use it only after the whole ex- 
clamatory expression, when this includes a number of words or a 
sentence; as, “ Ah, me!””—“ Alas, my noble boy!” —“ Rouse, ye 
Romans!” 

The Psalms can be recommended as the best models in the lan- 
guage: though they abound with expressions of the warmest piety, 
of the most earnest protestations and entreaties, of the most ex- 
alted descriptions of the Divine nature, they (an ordinary volume) 
contain fewer exclamation-points than many of our short, well- 
known poems. 

Examples. 


“Oh! you are wounded, my lord.” 

“Oh keep my soul, and deliver me: let me not be ashamed.” — 
Psalms. 

“O sir, oh prince, I have no country: none.” — Tennyson. 

“Hush! lightly tread.” —“ Alas for this poor family!” 

“ How often, in an instant, doth a hand unseen shift the scene 
of the world!”

The Marks of Parenthesis are used to inclose words 
which have little or no connection with the rest of the 
sentence. 

“Time (so it is said) is money.” 


“Pride, in some disguise or other (often a secret to the proud 
man himself), is the most ordinary spring of action among men.”

they disdain all honorable means.” 


“Consider (and may the consideration sink deep into your 
hearts !) the fatal consequences of a wicked life.” 


When the enclosed part differs in nature from the main sen- 
tence, it is marked off as if it were an independent expression ; 
and any mark required, were the parenthetical part omitted, is 
then placed before the first curve, and not, as it usually is, after the 
second one. 


The Dash is used chiefly to mark a sudden change or 
interruption in the structure of the sentence, or to 
mark an abrupt rhetorical pause. 


“ The pages of history — how is it they are so dark and sad?” 

“Men will wrangle for religion, write for it, fight for it, any- 
thing but — live for it.” 

“Our own nature is the first and nearest of all realities, — the 
cornerstone of the entire fabric of truth.” 


1. The dash is used to mark an omission of letters 
or figures ; as, L d B d, for Lord Beaconsfield ; 
Matt. x. 4-12. 


2. Parenthetical expressions are sometimes included 
between dashes ; as, 
“The true test of a great man —that, at least, which must 


secure his place among the highest order of great men —is his 
haying been in advance of his age.” 


Miscellaneous Marks. 


Brackets are used to inclose one or more words which 
have been inserted to correct or explain the original 
composition ; as, 

“The number of men were [was] not ascertained.” 


“His colleague [Senator Blank] was appointed chairman.” 
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The Caret (A) is chiefly used in manuscript to show that 
something has been omitted, and the part omitted has been 


written above. 
watch

Marks of Ellipsis are sometimes a long dash, sometimes a 
succession of stars or dots; as, B**t H***e for Bret Harte. 


The Cedilla is a mark placed under the letter c, to show it 
is to be sounded like s; as in facade. 


The Tilde is a mark placed over n, to show it is to be 
immediately followed by the sound of y¥; as in cafion. 


The Accents are three — the acute (/), the grave (s), and 
the circumflex (4). 


The acute and the grave accents are also used in poetry to mark 
syllables which are no longer pronounced in prose. 


“O bosom, black as death! 
O liméd soul: that struggling to be free, 
Art only more engaged.” 


The Macron (—) and the Breve (~) are marks of quantity. 
(See Key to the Pronunciation.) 


The Dieresis («) is placed over the second of two 
vowels, to show that they must be sounded separately ; 
as in codperate. 


The Marks of Reference are the Star (*), the Obelisk 
or Dagger (f), the Double Dagger (4), the Section (§), the 
Parallel Lines (||), and the Paragraph (). 

Small letters or figures, standing a little above the line, 
and called Superiors, are used for a like purpose when the 
references are numerous.
